The  number  of  births  registered  this  year  was  the  same  as 
for  1968  and  again  only  three  occurred  at  home.  The  birth  rate  at 
13*7  is  the  same  as  for  last  year,  but  substantially  lower  than  that 
for  England  and  Wales  (16.3). 


DEATHS 


Of  the  42  deaths  registered,  20  occurred  outside  the  District. 
The  death  rate  at  15.3  was  lower  than  last  years  (17.5)  but  again 
appreciably  higher  than  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales.  (11.9). 


The  death  of  one  infant  under  1 year  old  (under  one  week,  in  fact), 
was  registered  resulting  in  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  24,  the  rate 
for  the  country  as  a whole  being  18.  The  cause  of  death  was  congenital 
abnormality.  Last  year  there  were  no  infant  deaths.

The  Council’s  Consultant  Engineers  are  in  the  course  of  finalizing  a scheme 
which  is  intended  to  re-design  the  sewage  system  in  Albert  Village  and  the 
adjoining  areas  which  will  ultimately  result  in  a diversion  of  the  flow  to 
a Sewage  Works  outside  the  Urban  District*
